Notice to Applicant 

1. This communication is in response to the Amendment filed 8 August 2007 and the 
Supplemental Amendment filed 24 October 2007. Claims 1-26, 36, 50-58, 60-76 have been 
cancelled. Claim 77 has been newly added. Claims 27-35, 37-49, 59, and 77 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The rejections of claims 59-61, 64-69 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph is hereby 
withdrawn due to the amendments filed 8 August 2007 and 24 October 2007. 

3. The rejection of claims 59-61, 64, 66, and 68 under 35 U.S.C, §112, second paragraph, is 
hereby withdrawn due to the amendments filed 8 August 2007 and 24 October 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 27-35, 37-49, 59, and 77 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 27-35, 37-49, 59, and 77 are directed to a method for providing additional 
insurance for one or more persons as a secondary insurance policy, which is provided by a 
secondary insurer, and which is based on an underwriting approval provided by a primary 
insurer, that is different from the secondary insurer, for a primary insurance policy. 
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The closest prior art of record, Underwood, et al., U.S. Patent Number 5, 873, 006, and 
the Ferling, et al. article, "New Plans, New Policies," Best's Review. (Life/health insurance 
edition). Oldwick: April 1991, disclose providing additional or secondary insurance policies to 
one or more persons, however do not disclose or fairly suggest the secondary insurer's reliance 
upon the underwriting approval of a different insuring entity.
